In every railroad genera! office hun- 
dreds o£ girls and women are em- 
ployed, and within the last few months 
women have replaced men in other 
railroad jobs. 
Just recently, the Chicago & North- 


western appointed the first American 
woman station master. Mrs. Julia. A. 


Laughlin, at Ames, la. Among- her du- 
ties are announcing the arrival and de- 
parture of trains, assisting- departing 
passengers to proper trains, directing 
arriving passengers about the city. 
helping women and children on and off 
trains, seeing that mail and haggrnge is 
ready that trains may not bo delayed, 
selling tickets, delivering train order?; 
to conductors, and answering a million 
or so questions each day. 


The same road has a woman cross- 
ing "watchman," Mrs. H. H. House, 


Glen Ellyn. 111., whose husband 
was 


called to the colors. She guards a rail- 
road grade crossing to protect life. 


The Pennsylvania railroad 
employs 


hundreds of women in Its neotinn cre.ws. 
which patrol the tracks, keeping1 them 
cleared ot" rubbish and properly leveled 
for 
efficient 
operation, jUany other 


roads arc recruiting women, especially 
foreign born, for this work, which re- 
quires considerable physical strength 
and ability to endure hardships. 


Months ago. the Great Northern and 


Northern 
Pacific 
opened 
railroad 


schools for women in St. Paul, AHnn. 


Women and girls 
were 
employed 


there at men's wages and given fres 
instruction in railroading. 
At. 
first 


they began in tin; shops and cleaning 
yards. Hundredy of women now are 
employed along those two lines, as car 
cleaners and engine wipers. .

Tho Pullman Car Co. is now con-

by President Wilson's action in tak- 
ing over the railroads, for it cuts 
them out of the game.

GERMANS DENOUNCE WILSON 
President Wilson's peace terms have 


caused a furore in Germany.

It is considered almost 
criminal, they think, to propose that 
Turkey shall lose any part of her pos- 
sessions, or that Alsace and Lorraine 
should be given to France and parts 
of Poland taken from Prussia.'

Cousin Nicholas Romanoff was one of 
the operating allies, it was generally 
conceded that control of the Darda- 
nelles was to be part of Russia's share 
in the spoils of war. With Russia 
breaking up into independencies and 
her

government 


flirting with separate peace proposi- 
tions, internationalization of this most 
important outlet of the eastern world 
sounds'better. 


Certain it is that, when peace comes 


and the world plunges into trade as 
never before, the Turks will have to 
let go of the Dardanelles, and it will 
be safest to the new free states of the 
cast and most advantageous to great 
Russia's delayed development to have 
control of the Dardanelles participated 
!ri by the big powerful nations.

A PACIFIC PORT, Jan. 12.—A Jap- 


anese ship carrying a mission sent by 
President Carranza of Mexico to Japan 
for the alleged purpose of negotiating 


' a treaty between the two countries and 


£lso for arranging for the purchase by 
Mexico from Japan of arms and am- 
munition for the Mexican army has ar- 
rived in port here, according to a local 
paper. 
The mission, according- to the news- 
paper, is headed by Juau T. Burns, said 
tu have been former 
Mexican consul 
general at New York, where he was 
indicted, it is said, for connection with 
passport frauds a.nd liberated on $10,- 
000 bonds. 
He is quoted as having 
said: -res, it is true; we constitute a 
mission of. Mexico to Japan. 
Call it a 
secret mission it you liUe. You ha,ve 
undoubtedly been informed that we are 
going to Japan to conclude a treaty and 
tu buy munitions. But I refuse to dis- 
cuss the matter further as my explana- 
tion of the nature of the^mission "will 
surely bo misconstrued and misunder- 
stood by the United States."

John \V. Jewell of Springfield, Mo., ed- 
itor of tho Camp Fnnston Trench and 
Camp, and associate owner with his 
father, H. S. Jewel, of the Springfield 
Leader; Carl Ohleaon, son of Andrew 
Ohleson, contractor, oi 'Kansas City, 
Co.. and O. M. Hill, clerk in the bank. 
Kearney Wornall, cashier ot the ar- 
my 
bank, 
was seriously 
wounded. 


When the murders and robbery were 
discovered he was tho. only one of the 
five victims conscious but he has not 
yet been able to give a lucid story of 
the occurrence. 
The robbery and murders occurred, 


it is believed, shortly after 7.30 o clock 
last night. A half-hour later a sentry- 
hoard groans and- investigated.
